BURNED UNDER WATER. 


Fire CotnpJctrB tho Wreck uf Uie Tank 


Sto4iuer liowmore. 


San Franel'co, Sept. 3.— The completion 
ho do.«tructlon of the 
tank steamer 


[iowmore. which was wrecked 10 miles 
>elow nanddnorc on the 2Sth of August. 
Some hours after she went ashore, tho 
ftaves neat her down to starboard and 
the water rushetj Into the cabin and fore- 
castle and got Into the tanks. 


In the after t»nk there was a large 


quantity of lime, and as soon as the 
water reached it the- flames broke out. 
From tank to .ank the flames spread and 
soon the hull and Iron decks were red 
hot. Tho steamer's lumber and boats 
were soon In names and although, each 


cecdlnB'sca. that broke over tho ship 


would put out the fire. It .was only tem- 
porary. The heat of the hull was suffi- 
cient to start It again and In a 'short 
Eoace ' of time every bit of woodwork 
about the steamer was burnt out. When 
ths tug Monarch reached the stranded 
vessel there was nothing to do but leave 
her to break up. 
Her machinery Is fltlll Intact and. with 
proper appliances; It may be saved. She 
was Insured for only half her value vd 
the loss will come very heavy on the 
owners. As she wax engaged In carrying 
oil. th'e rate of lnrarar.cc wos very high, 
«o Captain Woodslde took half the risk 
hlmrelf. I1ie> cargo will be a total loss. 
Tho steamer went ashore In the sand 
and Is now flunly Imbedded in It. Every 
sett makes a clean sweep over her and 
she is" going ashore piecemeal.
